SUBJECT : Protection of DCID 1/7 


1. As I reported at our FOI meeting on the DCIDs the 
other day, I am strongly opposed to releasing DCID 1/7 since, 
in my view, this would risk putting an effective tool into the 
hands of someone wishing to fabricate an "authentic" intelligence 
document. This danger apparently fees not been considered when 
the DCID was declassified. 


2. As I understand it, the argument for declassifying 
DCID 1/7 was that it did not qualify for protection under 
E.O. 11652. (See attached USIB record of coordination.) A 
successful fabrication or forgery operation against the U.S. 
could (a) adversely affect our relations with a foreign govern- 
ment, (b) damage national security, and/or (c) weaken our ability 
to keep U.S. policymakers informed on vital issues. All of these 
potential dangers support a classification of at least Confidential.

3. During our discussions with [___sidjon handlin 

DCID 1/7 under FOIA, he advised us to think about eeciaect tine 

the directive if our concerns were strong enough. Request that 

the Security Committee re-examine the need for a security classi- 
fication on DCID 1/7 and advise me of your conclusions. In the 
meantime, denial under FOIA based on sources and methods appears 

to offer our only recourse, albeit a weak one.
